Riles For Fanners 

John Bright Tdl» How to Ettinute 
On Cam And Whaaft. 

John Bright, one of the best known 
farmers in Lincoln county, and in this 
part of the Slate, has compiled a num- 
ber of rules for the measurement and es- 
timation of farm crops, which are baa- 
ed upon cloae atudy and experimenta- 
tion. Ha has conapilad thrua ralss for 
counting asm hi tba ailbk wbleb an as 
follofra: 

Sale Na. 1.— Aeeartahi tba aaaibcr 
of aahie feet enalalaed hi a give* crib 
and anew Ueahie feet to ebeO a bar- 
rel of eenefdva haebele; eeaflae lad- 
ing the aaabar eahic asst. dhrids by 
2 4; this giv<is tha raaah ia hashsls. All 
rules sre bssed on the statutory role of 
215<) 4 for a bushel. 

Kule No. 2 —After finding the num- 
ber of cubic inches in the crib, divide 
by 215(1 4, which will give the number 
of iMshels the crib will hold of shelled 
com or clean wheat; than 52 par cent, 
of that is what tha Mb wUI ehell 
out. 

Bale No. S.-Ftod tbeHHuber of cu 
hie hwbaa hi tha erib aad divida the 
MMaberef eaMebwhehia the enb by 
4147.1 which wlU tiva what tba erib 
will sbaU oat la boehels. 

Mr. Beifblbas abo compiled iome 
Hgures oa the planting of corn and 
wheat. t>aaed on the number uf grains 
of each to the bushel, lie figures: 

One bushel of corn of average size 
grains contains i>o,t'>4o grama. Corn 
planted in checke<l rows, :i feet 10 inch- 
es each way. gives :;,lir> square inches 
to each hill. Three grams to a bill will 
plant seven and a half acrea. 

One bushel of wheat containa 6i>l,2UU 
grains. Sowa oaa bushol to tiia acre, 
gives oaa grain to every 9 aqaara inch 
es. gown 5 packs per aera giaae one 
graia to every 71 square iBBbsai Sown 
six peeka per aero given eae grata to 
every 6 square inches.
